Thus gualify'd, I beg my Reader's Seri- 
ouſneſs and Attention. 

And firſt it may not be improper to pre-

what is to follow, by enumerating ſome 
Cures already perform'd. 

When I was at Agra, the Capital of In- 
aoſian, the Great Mogul having lain a whole 
Lear ill of a Dyſentery, under an Impoſſibi- 
lity of Relief from his own Phyſicians, at laſt 
ſent for me.

of that of a very fierce Lion, I return'd 
with all neceſſary Diſpatch; and after a very 
ſhort manual Operation, preſented the Em- 
ay: with a Heart, with which he has 
ince frighten'd moſt of the Powers of Eu- 
rope.
